This practically i* an act of 
war, so that the war between this coun­ 
try and Spain may fairly be mid to date 
from April 21, IS98. 
Shortly after receiving Minister Wood­ 
ford’s cable saying that the Spanish gov­ 
ernment had anticipated his intention 
to present the president's ultimatum 
and had notified him that Spain re­ 
garded the withdrawal of Minister Ber- 
tmbe from W ashington as terminating 
diplomatic relations, the administration 
i san od a statement that the action of 
Spain rendered unnecessary any further 
diplomatic negotiations on the part of 
the United St*tea 
Mr. Woodford*s telegram resulted in 
the oaUmg of a special cabinet meeting 
to arrange aa outline of I plan of cam­ 
paign.

In the series of "Heroes of Peace" 
there is an article in The Century on 
"Heroes of the Life Saving Service," 
by Gnstav Kobbe. Mr. Kobbe says: 
District Superintendent Jerome G. 
Kiab, w ith headquarters at Sand Beach, 
Mich., is oue of the heroes of the life 
saving service. He bolds the gold medal, 
the highest award the United States 
government can bestow for heroism in 
saving life. His name is associated with 
what was both one of the most daring 
attempts at rescue aud ouo of the great­ 
est tragedies of the service—a tragedy 
which wiped out an entire crew w ith 
the exception of this sole survivor. 
Mr. Kiab was at the time keeper of 
the Point anx Barques life saving sta­ 
tion on I^ake Harm*. 
A vessel struck 
too far out to be roached w ith the shot 
and line. Tho peril of attem pting a res­ 
cue w ith the surfboat was only too ap­ 
parent, but Keeper Kinh mustered his 
men and made the launch. 
For awhile 
their strength and skill enabled them 
to surmount" or push through the tu ­ 
multuous seas, but, once in the open 
lake beyond the shoals, where the storm 
was free to riot at will, the real danger 
began. 
It was a test beyond human 
powers. 
The keeper remembers that 
twice the boat capsized aud was righted.
